Again 
the killer was sentenced to hang 
for his crime. In November 1897 
Mage Terry mounted the crude 
scaffold which was constructed 
on the banks of Pea River at 
Elba and paid with his life for 
one of the most drastic crimes 
ever recorded in the history of 
Coffee County.
